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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimers filed on 1 0/22/02 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the 
of the full statutory term defined in 35 USG 154. 156, and 173 as shortened by any 
terminal disclaimer filed prior to the grant of 6,127,468, 6,204,339 or any U.S. patent 
based on Application No. 09/986,51 1 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimers have been recorded. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's affirmation of the election of Group I, species (A) a and species (B) i, 
claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 10-12 in Paper No. 102202 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out any errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

3. Newly submitted claims 33-40 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the elected claims for the following reasons: Unlike the presently elected 
claims 1-13, Y in claims 33-40 is -0(C=0). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally elected 
claims 1-13 in the last Office action, claims 33-40 are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. 
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4. This application contains claims 4, 7-9, 13 and 33-40 drawn to nonelected 
inventions. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because some of the variables of the formula contented 
therein are unintelligible. This claim appears to have been submitted as a fax and is 
unclear. Appropriate correction is required. 

Applicant should submit a clear copy of the claims with any reply to this Office 

action. 

6. Due to amendments by applicant, the previous rejections of record based on 
Bambury et al. are hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

8. Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Pletka et al. (USPN 4,152,347) 
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In col. 5, Pletka et al. teach the claimed blocked mercaptosilanes (1 or 2), where 
p=0, j=1 , k=1 , the first G=C2H3, Y is P(=0) or P(=S), the second G may be variety of 
moieties such as substituted phenyl and substituted alkyi groups and X is OR. 

Thus, the requirements for rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) are met. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
